destinies of u "lions. This prosperous and happy condition, this junc¬ 
ture it) the affairs of the State, alfords increased cause of reverence,and 
gratitude to the great Auihor of all; whose goodness has ever been 
marked and oeeiiijir to the American people.

They are 
sulJicientSy known to, and impressed upon our constituents, who tire 
principally concerned ; and,.hence, if may bo neither profitable nor pro¬ 
per to point them out here. It would certainly give me i o pleasure to 
do so ; for it is humiliating enough to he unable to point to a trace of 
/ benefit derived from the vast sum borrowed, and which must now be 
returned through levies to he made upon our citizens Om business is 
not with the causes of embarrassment, which are beyond remedy; bin 
with the best means uf relief. The time lias arrived when efficient ac~ 
/ tiou must be hud, if the honor of the State is to he. preserved. Every 
difficulty can now be overcome by the adoption of atn niightened policy, 
f A just «nd equal sysieijiof taxation, to an adequate amount, will meet 
the general approbation of our citizens. We are now able to ascertain 
: %vfiry fact necessary for the establishment of such a system ; and every 
consideration points to the propriety of that course. In the most ear- 
inanucr, therefore, I urge upon you its favorable consideration and

interest were reduced, in point oi economy, as well as in justice to 
posterity, I am decidedly in favor of making provision now, Which WlK' 
look to’the ultimate discharge of tins d.«ss of our indebtedness, in some 
reasonable time; by no means exceeding twenty years—a much fcholgr- 
er time would .ucm’my view, i, therefore. recommend that an arhoilf|vi 
be raised by taction, which will he sufficient to pay the expenseg|

The Comptroller is the financial 
officer of the Slate, from whose reports,.and estimates, the most valuable 
information is derived to the Legislature', in regard to their revenue bills 
and their general fiscal action, in this State, undei its present organi¬ 
zation, the duties of this officer are mainly directed to enforeitig collect¬ 
ions from delinquent revenue officers, and to net, as a check upon the 
Treasurer. And here it may he proper to remark, that it is evidently 
the design of our system that the Treasurer should receive and disburse 
the funds of the State on the warrant of the Comptroller only; and that, 
under no circumstances, should the money of the State he pan! to the 
Comptroller. The amount of his bond being $5.000, only, is conclusive 
on this point. The practice, however, is different, as you will discover. 
All collections made hy suit from defaulting n vei ur officers atm ethers, 
are conducted m the name of the .Comptroller, and received by him.— 
The gross amount passing through ins hands, from this source, hereto* 
fore, has been very large, and it is probable will be much increased 
hereafter. Upon these transactions there is manifestly no sufficient 
check. i’he assessments, .and other evidences of liability, are not in the 
possession of the Treasurer, but ot the Comptroller himself. The Clerk

during the term of six years from its date, as prescribed; the lessee 
paying therefor, the sum of five hundred dollars, annually, at the end of 
each year. The contract will be found on file, in the State Department ; 
to which you are referred for the particulars of it. By a provision in 
the second section of the Act, a discretion was given the Executive, of 
selecting amongst the propositions or bids to be made, with reference to 
the fitness of the person bidding. I was not put to the necessity of ex¬ 
ercising this discretion ; as no other bid was made in which more than a 
nominal sum was offered, and the high character and fitness of the 
lessee was well supported. It affords me pleasure to add that the test 
of experience has fully sustained the representations then made of him. 

I made my annual visit to the Penitentiary in October, 1846 ; and, 
again in the same month of the present year. Upon my first visit men- 
ioned, I spent several nays in making the most thorough examination 
into everv department of the Institution in which the State was at all 
concerned ; the result of which satisfied me that great and important im¬ 
provements had been made r>v the lessee, not only in the shops and 
grounds, hut in the more important point of trie discipline, and man¬ 
agement of the ‘convicts. Reformation being the great object sought 
through the mtiueuee of this discripttou of punishment, I found that ob¬ 
ject gained here earlier, and in a manner more consonant to our feelings 
of humanity than 1 had ever expected. I found, upon each visit, the 
lessee superintending in person, the control of the inmates; and while 
the most perfect order was maintained by a firm and rigid execution of 
the prison dioipime. it was conducted with good temper and kindness, 
which seemed to relieve, to a groat extent, the frk-sormiess of confine¬ 
ment. R-ii gious exercises are regularly kept up on successive Sabbaths; 
and, it is believed with much moral benefit to the convicts. 1 have re¬ 
ceived reliable ■information that many ofthc discharged convicts ore now 
reformed ; and are industriously engaged in carrying on the trade ac¬ 
quired by the Institution. I r on finer u fortunate in every point of view, 
that the PauibMiiiary has fallen hit » sn-m hands. It had been, from its 
creation, a source of great expense to ike Mate; it is now accomplish¬ 
ing its ends Urn or than before, an«< yield mg a profit. 

The report '»f the Inspectors will put you in possession of the particu¬ 
lars of the transfer of the stock of the Penitentiary, the debts, collec¬ 
tions, and sue!i oilier information as may be interesting to the State. I 
was informed by them, on my lost visit, that soma dilapidations arc 
going* on, in the mam building, which were begun prior to she lease; 
and which it is necessary should meet early attention. The particulars, 
will be communicated to you by choir report. 1 recommend to your con¬ 
sideration to the propriety of providing for immediate repairs ; if they arc 
such as the lessee is not required, by ms contract to make.

I cannot find words sufficiently strong to express 
the state of my feelings upon the present occasion. It was remarked by 
my eloquent friend that 1 am Irishman. That very fact is, in itself, a 
great lesson to the world. It is an evidence of the superiority of our 
free government, under which there is no distinction hut that which may 
arise irom merit Irishmen have fought lor langiand,.and their blood 
has served to fertilize the laurels that make up the wealth of her national 
glory. Y-t. she never has conferred benefits upon their country. Would 
it not be hard then, if Irishmen would not fight ffir glorious, free 
America, to whom they are so much indebted. For my part, I was 
truly glad that I had an opportunity of showing, amid the dangers of 
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The battle-field, my gratitude for the treatment my country has received 
from the noble, generous-hearted people of America. Arid, though, 
hitherto unknown among yi n, have received me, on my return, as an 
American General. 1 am not vain enough to suppose that the proud 
honor, which you have eonlerreo upon me, has been paid.to me person¬ 
ally, but rather as an officer of an army, every man of whom is brave. 
This is the very spirit that makes your army in vincible—the conscious¬ 
ness, on the part of the soldier, that at home he is not forgotten, nor his 
merits overlooked. The notion taken ot my conduct towards General 
Smith, who is a worthy and g diant officer, is a sufficient proof of the 
high toned character of a people who can appreciate so highly an act ot 

at kind. Indeed, I doubt very much whether 1 could have derived 
more credit for anything that I might, have done by assuming that com¬ 
mand, than I have already received from having declined doing so.

I am happy to find from this report, 
the healthy condition of the Bank ; and that it has been well managed. 

I call your attention to the suggestions of the Commissioners, which ac¬ 
company and form a part of this report. 

The Montgomery and West Point Rail Road Company, through their 
President, have made a report to me. as required by an act entitled, “ an 
act to loan the two per cent fund 10 the Montgomery and West Point 
Rail Road Company, and the Tennessee & Coosa Rail Road Company,to 
which I call your attention. I he report is on file in the State Department. 

I have received two, reports from the Inspectors of the Penitentiary. 
The first for the year 1848 The second for the present year. These 
reports are also on file in the State Department, to which your attention 
is invited. Some action will be necessary to be had at your present 
session, in regard to the subjects prescribed by these reports. 1 he sug¬ 
gestions of the Inspectors will no doubt receive proper attention from 
you. I take leave, however, here, to point particularly to the propriety 
of changing the mode of appointing the Physician for the Institution, 
under the change winch has neen made in its management by the act of 
your la$t session, leasing it out.

Since the commencement nf your present session, I have received a 
communication from the War Department, with the sketch of a hill pro¬ 
viding for the purchase of lands by the United States for Military pur¬ 
poses within the Slate of Alabama, and for the cession of jurisdiction 
over the same ; with a request to lay the same before yon at your present 
session for consideration and adoption. The communication and sketch 
are respectfully submitted herewith for your consideration.

and after a fair experiment, during a long series of years, were brought 
to see and knew the necessity of establishing a Court of separate Chan¬ 
cery jurisdiction. 

The objections urged against this Court; as ii now exists, may be ob¬ 
viated, by amendment of the laws—by having two terms of the Court in 
rach year—but by abolishing the Court, it is believed, greater evils will 
ensue. If, as is contended by many, that Chancery Courts are an evil, 
it is believed the present system presents the lesser. By reference to our 
>ister States, wo find some of the original thirteen—with the benefit of 
more than sixty years experience—now adopting the separate Chancery 
Court system, in every respect in which the question is presented, the 
committee have arrived at the same conclusion, and require me to say 
that they deem it wholly, inexpedient to pass this bill.

And from all the committee can fearn they understand that the fond paid into 
the Mobile Bank is in the same condition as that at Montgomery. 

The assistant at Tuscaloosa in reply to tire interrogatory in reference to that 
Bank states, that when a purchaser pays a note at the Bank, th$ amount is cred¬ 
ited to the proper township, so as to shew the principal and interest separately, 
and the money is put with the common funds of the Bank, as in case of the pay. 
ment of any other debt, and is used in like manner, ift the common business of 
the Bank without discrimination. 

In respect to the question—how much of the I6th Section Fund has been col¬ 
lected by attorneys, marshals and other officers and agents of the Batik, by sher¬ 
iffs, coroners or clerks, which has not yet been paid into Bank, anti the names of 
the default*rs ; the information derived from the replies to these interrogatories, 
is vague and unsatisfactory, no^ltavo the committee been able to find any source 
of inforrnati n, more definite or reliable 

The assistant at Mobile gives no information on the subject whatever. 

The assistants at Huntsville ai.d Decatur are “not aware of any instance of 
this sort.” 

The assistant at Tuscaloosa mentions one instance only where certain attor¬ 
neys living in Perry county have collected $3313 11 besides interest on the 16th 
section notes, which they have (ailed to pay oVer. 

In reply to this interrogatory we loam, that at the Montgomery Branch, the 
collection of the 16th section notes has I ecu attended with great difficulty to the 
Bank. Suits have been brought in the counties Where the parties reside, and 
many of the note* are for v**ry small sums, and are deposited by remote counties* 
It was the custom*of the Bank, until within the two last years to give all the 
16th section notes to the Bank attorney, residing here for collection. It fre¬ 
quently occurs that persons apply for certificates of payment to procure patents 
when the notes have not been paid in Bank. In some instances the parties >o 
applying have produced the notes. On making application to the attorney here* 
the reply generally is. that the notes have been placed in the hands of some at¬ 
torneyresiding near the residence of the parties, and that information of collec¬ 
tions has not been given. We cannot say what amount has been collected by 
tttornys, agents or sheriffs, though no doubt collections have been made, which 
have not been paid Into Bank. To obtain the information necessary to enable 
him to call upon the attorneys for a settlement of the Kith section notes in their 
hands, the assistant caused to be made out, during the last fall, lists for each room 
ty, of all the notes, and forwarded them to the special attorneys, With the request 
that they would examine the dockets of their counties, and inform him if any of 
the notes had been collected—when and by whom. The returns on these lists 
have not yet been received. 

The assistant commissioners being asked what is the gross ftrhouni of the Ibtli 
section notes, yet uncollected, and what portion are In suit, the committee re¬ 
ceive for answer as follows, viz :

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While the committee do not differ respecting the necessity of imme¬ 
diate legislation on the subject, nor about the propriety of preserving the 
fund undiminished for future generations, there ia some difference of 
opinion as to what that legislation shall be, and the effect and expedien¬ 
cy of the measures to be adopted for that purpose. The majority are of 
opinion that it is best that the State should receive the money yet to be 
collected—retain that already collected—should fund the debt, by issuing 
certificates of stock, and pay the interest to the several townships. The 
minority think that the safety of the fund requires that the State should 
at once get rid of as much as is possible and right of legislation on tbb 
subject, and of the payment of interest on the fund • that we should turn 
it over to the management of suitable persons in each county, by trans¬ 
ferring u> them the uncollected Sixteenth Section notes, and enough of 
the notes and available assets of the Bank and branches, to equal the 
amounts which have been collected. 

The views of the majority and minority of the committee are embo¬ 
died in the bills presented. 

The committee discover that no inconsiderable portions of money and 
notes belonging to the Sixteenth Section fund have been received by va¬ 
rious persons, and remain unaccounted for. They deem it highly im¬ 
portant that no more time should be lost in bringing these persons to 
settlement. For this purpose, they have instructed me to report the bill 
to be entitled “an act, requiring the several assistant Bank Commission¬ 
ers to call certain officers and others to a settlement and liquidation of 
their liabilities,’'' which accompanies this report.

And the fact that the inhabitants of the Ten¬ 
nessee valley are solicitous for this work, proves that they desire to tarn 
to the southern part of Alabama the proudu^e which, by the tardiness of 
Alabama, is being rapidly directed in foreign channels,

•law is certain, or that the appellate courts afford a remedy: almost every 
case, whether in law or equity, can be made to turn upon some point of 
discretion that is not revtside. And it is well known to the initiated 
that the effect of a charge, correct in law, may be counteracted by an 
emphasis or an is mm do, tilings too subtile to be reached by bills of ex¬ 
ception. And even in Chancery causes, where every thing is of record, 
partial judgment are over concealed under plausible sophistries, that ap¬ 
pellate tribunals seldom take the trouble and invidious task of divesting 
and analysing It is the nisi prius bench that is tne great bulwark of our 
rights and liberties—it is that which ought to be strengthened, dignified, 
and rendered firm. It is that which, above all others, ought to be able, 
self-relying and learned. And yet we seem fatally, bent upon depraving 
and corrupting it. As counsel, in many causes, 1 have had some chance 
to observe, and the views above expressed are mere results of experience. 
1 have had bm mm prayer for poor clients, it is that God may save them 
from the fangs of an expecting and time serving judiciary; but that f 
pray continually. 

Since I am here to legislate for the future, and not for the present 
personal interests, or the temporary relation of parties; in the name of 
truth and justice—in the name of the poor, the wronged and the friend¬ 
less —l solemnly protest against this fatal blow at the independence ot 
our judiciary. ' " J. BUFORD.
